The State of Wyoming —th at western 
commonwealth vehemently protesting 
against the epithet of “wild and wool­ 
ly" attached to It by the average east­ 
erner and proudly 
boosting 
Its 
ad­ 
vanced civilization— has at last found 
the beam in Its own optic and taken 
steps looking toward Its early removal, 
F, II. Barrow says In 
the 
Portland 
Oregonian. 
It has Just been discov­ 
ered that Wyoming is the only State 
In the Union where the brutal prac­ 
tice of “busting” Is permitted in rop­ 
ing steers 
for 
amusement 
purposes 
The practice of "busting." be it known, 
was confined to the earlier history of 
cattle raising in the west. liefore more 
humane methods were discovered, and 
consists 
in a rope 
or 
lasso 
being 
thrown over the anim al’s 
head. the 
horseman then deftly circling the steer 
and tripping it up with the rope. 
The 
plunging animal usually lands square­ 
ly on its back, not Infrequently, how­ 
ever, sustaining a broken leg or horn, 
and occasionally a broken neck. 
It is a disgustingly brutal practice, 
long ago discarded by practical cattle­ 
men and prohibited by legislative en­ 
actm ent in other western .States, but 
still j>ermltted and featured in Wyo­ 
ming at Cheyennes 
annual 
frontier 
days’ celebration, despite th e efforts 
of humane societies to have the cruelty 
discontinued.

And with the prospect of "busting” 
being abolished 
from the State this 
year, the humane forces 
may 
take 
very little lf any credit for having 
brought 
about 
the 
reformation. 
Strange as It may seem, the men who 
now seek to do away with this bar­ 
baric custom are the big cattle own­ 
ers of the west. 
Each year,**a month 
previous to the frontier show* at the 
State capital, the cattlemen have been 
finding many stew s on the range with 
broken legs and horns, arid occasion­ 
ally one W'lth back or 
neck broken. 
Only recently have they awakened to 
the fact that these injured anim als— 
representing a considerable money loss 
—are due to the tempting prizes of 
gold offered the most expert roper at 
the frontier show. 
With the approach 
of that event every cowboy on 
the 
range aspiring to the purse ami the 
glory is watchful of an opportunity to 
practice his skill, and to find a lone 
steer on tile range Is a favored ( hance 
not to be overlooked 
Attributing the 
large number of Injured cattle to this 
cause, th** big cattlemen have petition­ 
ed tile frontier committee to abolish 
the brutal method this year, and. while 
their prayer may not t*«* answered, It 
Is certain the practice will be prohib­ 
it*^ by legislative enactm ent at the 
next assembly. 
T he tenacity with which Wyoming's 
frontier committee has clung to “bust­ 
ing" is due to the fact that it furnish©- 
one of the big thrillers of the annual 
four-day show* held at Cheyenne each 
year to perpetuate 
frontier 
scenes. 
Expert ropers come from every west­ 
ern State to particulate In these con­ 
tents, from Mexico and South America, 
and the championship last year was 
carried off by a native from faraw ay 
Hawaii.

girth, a fighting steep or a fallen horse

Few know that the original Ja p a n ­ 
ese were the Ainu nice. a race which

They are a simple race of people, 
very docile and manageable. 
During 
bls thirty-two years among them he 
did not experience the least perverse­ 
ness from them. 
Their religion is one of nature wor­ 
ship. the bear being one of their prin­ 
cipal fetishes. 
This anim al Is special­ 
ly reared and trained, alm ost every 
hut containing a bear pit in which 
a bear is kept. 
Their life is extrem e­ 
ly primitive 
The dugout boat, the 
huts, and their crude methods of till­ 
ing the land are sim ilar to those of 
the savage mid-African people. Though 
the stature of the men averages only 
aliout f> feet, they are sturdily built, 
and with their flowing hoards possess 
a certain patriarchal dignity that re­ 
minds one of the Welsh Druids. 
The women adopt the peculiar fash­ 
ion 
of 
cultivating 
trim mustaches. 
They are also addicted to the habit of 
elaborately tattooing their bodies. T heir 
food, 
which mostly consists of rice 
obtained by barter from the Japanese, 
also Includes whatever the hunt may 
bring forth. 
That they are not too 
fastidious In regard to their eatables 
Is shown by the amusing story told by 
Mr. Batchelor. 
“On one occasion,” he says, "when 
crossing one of the small stream s by 
the means of a bridge w’hleh Is com­ 
posed of a plank, I fell Into the water. 
Luc kily, a small inn was near at hand, 
and I went there to get my clothes 
dried, and in the meanwhile ordered 
something to eat. 
After finishing ray 
repast I said to the small boy who 
served 
me: 'That 
was 
a 
very 
nice 
woodcock I had for my dinner.’ 
T h a t 
was not a woodcock,’ said the boy, ’it 
was a chicken.’ 
’Surely not.’ said Mr. 
Batchelor, ‘you don’t kill chickens .is 
young as that, do you?’ 
‘No, sir,’ said 
the boy. ‘the bird was ne* killed, it 
died 
yesterday.’ " — London

MAKING A FARM PAY. 


OtITHERN 
farmers cannot fall to find 
much of interest and profit In a recent 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
publication, 
Profitable 
Cotton 
Farm ,” by C. L. 
"A 
Goodrich, one of the government’s experts. 
The farm in question is located in South 
Carolina, and in 1902, when its present 
owner took possession, it was in a deplorably bad con­ 
dition, after having been under cultivation for about 
eighty years. 
Now it is fertile, well Improved with 
fences and farm buildings, and is producing crops which 
yield the owner a handsome profit and a large income. 
All this has been accomplished by a deep and thorough 
cultivation of the soil, by the use of barnyard manure 
and some commercial fertilizer, by rotation pf crops 
and by the industry and good judgment of the farmer 
himself. 
The farm is not an especially large one, containing 
only 132 acres, half of which are planted. 
The farmer 
has divided his tilled land luto three equal fields, on 
which he raises corn, oats and cotton In succession 
Before he took the farm it was producing only five to 
eight bushels of corn or about 300 pounds of seed cot- 
too to the acre. 
The first year he made It produce 
one and one-half bales of cotton and thirty-seven bush­ 
els of corn to the acre. 
Now his yields per acre are 


two and one-fourth bales of cotton, eighty five bushel* 
of corn and eighty bushels of oats. 
He keeps about 
twenty-four head of naMve cattle, mainly for the sake 
of the manure, although they yield him a small profit 
besides.—Washington Post.

FORTHCOMING circular of the Agricul­ 
tural Department will gontradlrt the pre­ 
vailing impression that the fertility of the 
soil of the country it wearing out, but will 
show that, notwithstanding the abandon­ 
ment -of farming districts in the Northeast, 
not only is there an increase in the total 
volume of crops, but an actual growth in the average 
yield per acre under cultivation. 
This result is ob­ 
tained by restoring to the soil those elements and com­ 
pounds needed and consumed by the different crops 
The well-informed farmer of the present day does 
not blindly send his parents out to grope for their food, 
but sees that it Is supplied them In proper measure. 
Recent discoveries In bacteriology have greatly assisted 
the planter, enabling him 
to obtain 
bacteria, 
with 
which the growing plant may be Inoculated and by 
which the nitrogen of the air is fixed in form available 
for plant food and fed to th** plant as required. 
A few 
cents per acre spent inoculating the plants comes back 
to the farmer in increased yield of many dollars per 
acre.-—Mobile Register.

In the first place, it is essential that 
the "elevated" party must have two 
good eyes. 
No amount 
of 
liquor 
would make a one-eyed man see two 
half dollars where only one exists 
says the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
When we wish to see distinctly wo 
Adjust the eyes by converging them 
more or less so that the image falls 
upon the sensitive point of the retina. 
If the object is too tar off to enable 
us fo get a distinct image in either eye 
the eyes are ho constructed that they 
can bring the object nearer, or we can, 
by contracting the eye muscles, bring 
the retina nearer the lens, thus get­ 
ting a clear ^.ght of the object. 
Both eyes may lie moved either up­ 
ward or downward or to the right or 
to the left, but it is Impossible to di­ 
rect one of them upward iud the oth­ 
er downward. 
lf we converge the 
eyes so that the two Images fall on the 
sensitive point of the corresponding 
retinas we get in the brain a sharp 
image. 
If, however, from any cause 
we are not able to move the eyeballs 


ad as to have this Image fall squarely 
on the retina we see double. 
This seeing double can be caused by 
temporary or permanent paralysis of 
the .muscles of the eyeballs.

manent paralysis there may be any 
one of several causes 
Excessive use 
of alcohol or toiiacc > will produce tem­ 
porary paralj'sis.

OLD COUNTY F I IS 
A DEPARTED GLDRT 


Race Track Is Gras* Grown and 
Wooden Buildings Are Tail­ 


ing Into Ruin. 


GREAT OUTING OF THE YEAR. 


Band, Crowd, Fakers, Cavalcade of 
Live Stock and Speed Trials 
Were All Attractive. 


Among other glories which seem to 
have departed from life In this pre­ 
cious neck of the woods where I was 
horn, may be mentioned the county 
fair. 
The race track has been gras* 
grown these many years, the Judge a 
box crumbled away as a calf pen, the 
Fine Art hall was turned into a barn 
and desolatiou reigns In the grand 
woods pasture which was once the fair 
ground. 
There are many reasons for 
this. The distaste for rural life, whic h 
broke out among our young 
people 
about twenty years ago, the “woman 
movement," to which I lay so much of 
our national distress, so much domes 
tic Infelicity, so much unbridled Im­ 
morality. both worked 
against 
the 
spirit of agricultural pride which had 
Its outlet In the county fair. 
There 
was really something Infinitely touch­ 
ing, Infinitely right, too, In the feeling 
of brotherhood that characterized these 
meetings, writes “The Country ( on* 
trlbutor," In the Indianapolis News. 
Life has lost something of Its verve 
and swing by the decline of the countv 
fair. 
For one thing, the fair was the one 
great outing of the year. 
There was 
church on Sunday—that dear time of 
“howdylng” 
and 
social 
outlet—and 
there was a wedding or a party or two 
interspersed through the year, but the 
fair was the big event and It was free 
to r all who could muster up 
gate 
money. 
That was the beauty of the 
thing—a whole long day of joy 
and 
pleasure, of participation, lf you please. 
with everybody. 
Participation is the 
thing the human bein* longs for, mu­ 
tual Interest, the exchange of kindly 
greetings, the 
common 
Interest 
In 
thing* in general. 
This the 
county 
fair of the olden time brought us In 
full measure. 
We were all down on 
the ground together, looking at the fat 
pigs and sheep and subject to the same 
rules of touch not, taste not, handle 
not, in the 
'‘halls’’ where beautiful 
things were displayed. Everybody was 
happy, from the slx-weeks-old Infant 
contentedly looking almut as Its moth 
er 
walked 
around 
the ground or 
strolled through the pavilions, to the 
ancient and toothless dame smoking 
a quiet pipe in the lee of the “amphi­ 
theater." This Ie ives a long scope for 
various shades of humanity. 
There were family parties of 
all 
aorta. 
Farmers in their most genial 
snoods recklessly spending dimes and 
Quarters their 
wives 
and 
children 
couldn’t have wrung from them 
by 
tears and entreaties at any other time. 
Town 
folk quite relaxed from their 
proper sense of decorum and ready to 
Joke with country cousins, regardless 
of appearances. 
And the young folks! 
Alas, what have they now to equal the 
Joy of driving a "spanking team" to a 
new buggy aith a pretty girl beside 
one? Is It the same to dash up In an 
automobile to the street fair or the 
band concert? 
Well, maybe so. 
My 
native county wad once a horse coun­ 
ty. 
There was a golden era when ev­ 
erybody was crazy about horses and 
fine stock, ami however deteriorating 
the horse business may 
have 
been 
Judged by good people, I sort of wish 
we had It back again 
this spirit of 
the track -for with It has gone much 
that gave savor to life. 
These were classic days that I am 
retailing. 
There is a picture in the 
mind 
a beautiful picture, full of pas­ 
sionate charm 
ami whatever leaves a 
beautiful picture In the mind, be It 
an event remembered, a scene of life 
recalled, a page read, a song heard. 
that Is a classic, as life Itself Is. The 
blue sky, the white clouds 
floating 
overhead, the kaleidoscopic crowd In 
Its holiday attire and mood, flag* and 
banners flaunting, the light glinting 
on satiny horses, the displays of beau­ 
tiful fruits and flowers, the homely 
collections of woman's work so elo­ 
quent to those who understand! 
And 
then the music! 
The strain of band 
music calling out the soul to soar away 
■with it to the blue sky and the flying 
islands of the night 
For 
we 
had 
music, too, In those days 
Much has 
been said about the old time village 
band. 
But I know that ours was out 
and away ahead of the average band. 
We had two brothers 
boys who grew 
up here 
who were real musicians, and 
all along the contemporaneous history 
of my life good band music, conducted 
and led by these two men, has figured 
as a thrilling part. The leadership of 
talented people counts fur much wher­ 
ever you And It. In church or Sunday 
school, In home life, and especially In 
school life, one touch of genius leaves 
its mark for generations. 
lf our baud had not played as It 
did, selections from the opera 
and 
good music of all sorts, the 
county 
fair, even with the dash of spirit and 
life that made our race track famous 
and our exhibits excellent, would have 
lacked much of th» classic charm of 
a real rural holiday. 
I especially re­ 


member one year when the fair blos­ 
somed into fullest flower. It had been 
a good year of plenty and the pump­ 
kins were so huge and yellow it did 
not require much stretch of Imagina­ 
tion to aee how Cinderella’s fairy could 
change one into a carriage. Everything 
else was bountiful and beautiful and 
the live stock was something to be 
talked about In other counties. 
The thing which I especially remem­ 
ber was a grand procession of live 
stock which took placp on the morn­ 
ing of the last day of the fair. Every 
animal entered for a premium was led 
or driven around the race track at IO 
o'clock In the morning. 
A monstrous 
bull, the largest I have ever seen, led 
the procession, and some Inspired per­ 
son had fastened a garland of flowers 
around his neck. 
It teemed a pity 
some pretty girl In the character of 
a modern Europa wa.4* not 
perched 
upon his huge back. There were horses 
In those days to delight the soul of 
Rosa Bonheur. 
How redolent of life, 
how Inspiring to a lover of anything 
well bred was the sight of those pranc­ 
ing stallions. 
It always seems to me 
a pity that a beautiful horse Is not 
endowed with Intellect, I can see how 
the earlier folk created the Centaur; 
much of their mythology was an Im­ 
provement on 
things aa they are. 
I 
have always been 
awfully glad • of 
mythology, and Ifs people are as real 
to me as many of the figures 
that 
move through my past. 
Aurora's car 
with the peafowls harnessed Is now 
about as substantial In my memory 
as this wonderful parade of fine cattle, 
horses, sheep and swine which I saw 
over here In the wood* pasture for In 
the stumpy wilderness that used to be 
a woods pasture), 
Did 
It 
happen? 
Were we there with our beaus? 
Did 
somebody 
fan 
me and bring me a 
glass of lemonade and whisper to me 
now and then as we sat In the amphi­ 
theater to watch the races and listen 
when the liquid notes of the cornet 
from which the accompanying Instru­ 
ments had one by one throbbed away, 
began In a solo, "I Dreamt I Dwelt In 
Marble Halls?” 
I doubt that we should enjoy It now 
as we did then. 
Our Ideals of living 
have so vastly changed. 
We are much 
more fastidious.
